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Forty 'Fifth  Annual  Report 


The  Council  of  Management  has  the  pleasure  to  submit  its  Report  for 
1944,  together  with  the  audited  accounts. 

Although  our  Expenditure  has  been  covered  by  our  Income,  it  was  only 
by  the  aid  of  a  large  proportion  of  the  Legacy  Account.  This  Income  includes 
the  substantial  sum  of  over  £4,900  under  the  Emergency  Hospital  Scheme.  As 
the  war  in  Europe  has  now  finished,  this  contribution  will  be  very  much  reduced 
if  not  altogether  eliminated.  This  will  leave  a  gap  in  our  finances  which  will 
be  very  difficult  to  fill.  The  demands  on  our  services  grow  almost  daily  as  a 
visit  to  our  Casualty  Department  would  show.  The  attendances  per  month  in 
this  Department  average  over  2,000  and  some  days  130  to  140  cases  have  to 
be  dealt  with.  In  addition,  the  number  of  treatments  given  in  the  Massage 
Department  each  month  is  over  3,000.  In  such  circumstances  it  is  impossible 
to  foresee  any  reduction  in  expenses.  These,  as  everyone  knows,  have 
doubled  since  1938.  In  addition  many  repairs,  etc.,  have  been  held  over 
which,  as  soon  as  labour  is  available,  must  be  done. 

The  year  1944  has  been  a  difficult  one  in  many  ways.  In  Februap^  the 
Nurses’  Home  was  destroyed  by  incendiaries  and  it  was  not  till  Christmas 
that  the  Nurses’  accommodation  was  fully  restored.  From  June  to  October 
the  district  was  subjected  to  attack  by  VI  and  V2.  Although  the  Hospital 
escaped  serious  damage  we  had  698  cases  to  treat.  The  effect  of  this  attack 
is  also  reflected  in  our  receipts  from  patients’  fees  which  fell  by  £2,500.  In 
order  to  be  ready  for  any  emergency,  which  fortunately  did  not  occur,  the 
Hospital  had  to  be  kept  nearly  empty  for  about  five  months,  all  cases 
received  being  immediately  transferred  to  a  safer  area. 

In  June  we  suffered  a  grievous  loss  which  was  felt  acutely  by  all  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Hospital’s  work.  Miss  Porter,  owing  to  medical  advice,  had 
to  resign  the  Secretaryship  which  sfie  had  held  for  22  years.  A  more  hard¬ 
working,  loyal  and  devoted  friend  no  Hospital  could  have.  We  are  glad  to 
say  she  is  still  able  to  assist  us  in  an  advisory  capacity  and  we  all  hope 
that  her  health  will  continue  to  improve  with  the  rest.  This,  on  the  top  of 
the  retirement  of  Dr.  Deas,  already  recorded  in  the  1943  Report,  was  a  bitter 
blow. 

Blakesley  House  was  acquired  in  May  and  will  be  used  to  relieve  the 
congestion  in  the  Casualty  Department  until  such  time  as  kind  friends  can 
be  found  to  build  a  new  Nurses’  Home  which  is  earnestly  required.  Many 
extensions  are  in  the  air.  Increased  maternity  accommodation  is  urgently 
needed  and  efforts  have  been  made  to  obtain  assistance  from  the  County  and 
Local  Authorities,  but  so  far  without  success. 

In  accordance  with  the  Constitution,  one-third  of  the  Council  retire  at 
each  Annual  Meeting  and  are  eligible  for  re-election.  Those  retiring  in  1945 
are  Mr.  P.  B.  Addington,  Mr.  J.  F.  Bremner,  Mr.  H.  J.  Hewitt,  Mrs.  Monk 
and  Miss  Webb-Johnson. 

In  December,  1943,  the  Almoner’s  Department  was  extended  to  cover 
Welfare  and  Rehabilitation  Work  in  the  Out-patient  Department,  and  very 
cordial  and  co-operative  relations  have  been  established  with  the  Welfare 
Officers  of  the  firms  in  our  area.  We  are  most  grateful  to  them  for  their 
help  and  hope  they  in  turn  will  call  on  the  Almoner  for  any  assistance  she 
can  give  in  co-ordinating  work  with  treatment,  in  accordance  with  the  policy 
of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  promote  the  further  welfare  and  more  rapid 
recovery  of  the  patient. 

An  Ophthalmic  Clinic  was  opened  in  December  to  meet  an  urgent  demand 
and  is  in  the  charge  of  Mr.  T.  M.  Tyrrell,  F.R.C.S. 

LADIES'  LINEN  During  1944  the  Ladies’  Linen  Association  concentrated 
ASSOCIATION.  its  activities  on  acquiring  as  much  money  as  possible,  to 

have  ready  for  buying  the  very  great  amount  of  linen  which 
will  be  required  for  replacement  as  soon  as  real  linen  is  available.  Thanks 
to  the  truly  Herculean  labour  of  the  “Mending  Ladies  ’’  this  policy  has  been 
made  possible  and  it  is  hoped  that,  before  long,  they  will  be  rewarded  by 
not  having  to  make  entirely  new  articles  out  of  holes.  Linen  will  also  be 
wanted  in  large  quantities  for  the  new  Maternity  Wing.  This  will  be  an 
extra  expense  which  will  have  to  be  met  somehow.  A  good  deal  was  lost 
in  February,  1944;  some  of  it  has  been  replaced  but  it  has  not  proved  prac¬ 
ticable  to  buy  it  all  at  present.  A  very  successful  Pound  Day  was  held  on 
May  17th,  bringing  in  many  welcome  gifts  in  kind  as  well  as  £73  5s.  6d. 
A  large  part  of  this  sum  was  collected  from  the  schools  by  the  hard  work 
of  Mrs.  Barnes  and  Mrs.  Parker. 

The  Council  again  wishes  to  record  its  cordial  thanks  for  the  generous 
support  given  by  its  many  friends,  especially  the  Fire  Watchers,  Sports  Clubs, 
Social  and  other  organisations  and  all  voluntary  workers  without  which  it 
would  be  impossible  to  carry  out  its  work.
